Fort Niagara, N. Y., May 19, 1917.

Dear Mr, Jacobs: 

It is Saturday afternoon and the 
aspirants for commissions in the 
United States Army are talcing a 
little rest after a hard week's drill. 
It would be hard to select a more 
beautiful site for a camp. We are 
situated at the juncture of Lake 
Ontario and the Niagara river. The 
air is much cooler than at Philadel- 
phia, but also very dry. We get up 
at 5.15 A. M. and from then on there-- 
is little else done except marching, 
drilling, learning to shoot and study- 
ing, with a little time for eating or 
mess as it is called in the army, un- 
til we turn in for rest at 9.45 P. M. 
The game of war is entirely new to 
me and there is a lot to learn, but 
all the boys here, and there are a 
fine crowd, are working with a de- 
termination and enjergy, all hoping 
that they may secure a commission, 
and if not, that they may at least 
learn to be of as much service as 
possible to their country. At 6 
o'clock in the evening when the flag 
is lowered all the boys stand out at 
attention with their respective com- 
panies while the band plays the 
"Star-Spangled Banner" and by the 
expressions of determination on their 
faces it gives one confidence that \ 
there are still many who are not too | 
proud to fight or afraid to die for 
the country which they love. We | 
have all come here not with the idea j 
that it is going to be a good time, J 
for it is not, but to best fit our- 1 
selves for the great struggle which j 
is ahead and most of us expect and j 
hope that we will be able to get to j 
France in the near future, not out of : 
a spirit of adventure but to do our j 
little share in driving hack the en- j 
emy of civilization and in order that \ 
peace may again 1)e restored to our | 
great country. i 

As I am writing this letter it is j 
about time when the Narberth hoys | 
are warming up for their battle with 
Autocar of Ardmore and I would give 
anything to be down there playing 
alongside them and seeing Dick 
Stites.

Believing that there can be no bet- 
ter national . defense work than to 
conserve the woman power of our 
country when during war emergency 
Women will be called upon to take 
men's places, the Pennsylvania 
Woman Suffrage Association which 
is the largest organization of women 
in the State, extending to practically 
every city and borough, is instituting 
a vigorous campaign for the protec- 
tion of women workers and the 
maintenance of safe industrial stand- 
ards. The Chambers of Commerce in 
500 cities have been requested to as- 
sist in the work of having employers 
retain the present working hours for 
women, and of securing for women 
who take men's places the same pay 
as that given to men if the service is 
the same. Attention is called to 
England's experience when lives, 
health and efficiency were sacrificed 
by lengthening the working day, and 
it is emphasized that it is unfair to 
women not to pay for work perform- 
ed regardless of the sex of the work- 
er. It is unfair to men and their 
families to oblige them to reduce 
their standard of living, and the in- 
jury to industrial standards in gen- 
eral which would result from the 
competition of low-paid woman labor 
would be inestimable. The associa- 
tion will also work to educate the 
women and hold them to the proper 
standards of health, 



Appeals in behalf of Y. M. C. A. 
work in our army and navy were 
made in Narberth churches last Sun- 
day.

When Disaster Happens 

(Continued From Last Week) 
The San Francisco earthquake with 
the fire which instantly followed it 
has taken its place in history with the 
greatest of the world's disasters. At 
that time the American National Red 
Cross had just been rejuvenated and 
reorganized. 

The difficulties in the way of coales- 
cing the efforts of the United States 
Army and the various relief societies 
quickly were overcome even at a time 
when chaos seemingly existed The 
work of the Red Cross concerned itself 
with almost every form of relief. Its 
labor ranged from actual rescue work 
to the housing and the feeding of the 
destitute and to the rehabilitation of 
the people when conditions approached 
the normal. 

These brief paragraphs can only 
suggest to the reader's mind and 
imagination the splendid devoted ser- 
vices of Red Cross men and women in 
the hundred campaigns of the past ten 
years against the tragic effects of dis- 
aster.
